The report by 
Chief Justice Dorion of the 
Quebec Superior Court into 
allegations of bribery and in- 
fluence-peddling by ministeri- 
al aides left Mr. Favreau’s 
honesty and integrity unques- 
tioned but criticized his hand- 
ling of the affair. =

Highway Safety 

We were driving out of town yester- 
day along Kent street in the dusk when 
a young cyclist wobbled past on the 
inside lane and nearly collided with the 
rear of a car ahead which was turning 
into a parking spot. 

The youngster had no front or rear 
light on his cycle, despite the fact that 
it was fairly dark out. 

It is about time that policemen took 
cognizance of the fact that bicycles are 
vehicles, and made the riders of them 
obey traffic laws. Cycles being used 
at night should carry a light on the 
front and a red light at the rear. In 
addition the Wuropean custom of in- 
sisting that cyclists also carry & red 
reflector and a white painted portion 
on the back mudguard might well be 
followed, 

Gyelists should be kept off the side- 
walk and also prevented from cycling 
against the flow of traffic, going 
through stop signs without stopping, 
and carrying a passenger on the cross- 
bar. 

The increase in the number of light- 
weight motor-cycles poses similar prob- 
lems. Again in countries where these 
vehicles have been popular and com- 
mon for many years, the riders are 
made to follow stringent traffic rules.

POW’S in Lindsay 

Soldiers of Hitler entered Lindsay 
today but their entrance had none of 
the terrorizing effect on the citizens 
that it had on the unfortunate civilians 
in France. 

Grey-clad Hun soldiers, some smiling 
in relief that they were far from the 
zone of fighting and others surly and 
sulky gazed out the windows of a long 
special train today as it passed through 
the lush farming country which gleams 
at this time of the year like a green 
jewel. 

Only a few Lindsay citizens saw the 
German prisoners. Their coming wa’ 
not advertised. Public display was not 
made of the Germans as is made of 
prisoners in German. They were 
transported in comfortable trains, giv- 
en good food and will find themselves 
detained for the duration in intern- 
ment camps which haye been provided 
for the purpose.

The adventure part is trying to fill 
your berry bucket without sitting in 
poison ivy, being stung by wasps, cut 
with glass, burnt by the sun, or poison- 
ed by insecticide or pesticide residue. 

The berry patch is one of the most 
dangerous places in the country, says 
St. John Ambulance, and before vent- 
uring there you should be prepared for 
the hazards you will face. 

Insect stings are often serious and 
can be fatal. The more dangerous 
ones, such as in the mouth, should be 
given medical attention at once. Less 
serious bites can be treated with a 
soothing lotion of baking soda, wash- 
ing soda, or clothes bluing. 

One of the most common berry patch 
hazards is poison ivy. Learn to recog- 
nize the shiny triple green leaves and 


Cuts, slivers, and bruises are also 
common mishhaps but are usually sup- 
erficial and require little attention. 
For deeper cuts, however, stop the 
flow of blood with a clean cloth pressed 
tightly against the wound. If the 
bleeding continues, elevate the injured 
part and keep it still. 

Rest is also important for strains, 
sprains, broken bones, and dislocations. 


In all cases, immobilize the injury. Use 


splints and slings if you know how. 
Insecticides and pesticides on wild 
berries can cause severe illness and 
even death. However, there is little 
danger if the fruit is washed thorough- 
ly before being consumed. If poison- 
ing is suspected, call a doctor at once. 
Lastly, if you want a tan, get it at 
home or on the beach. Always wear 
a hat and other protective clothing in 
the berry patch. Not only will it pro-

ITALIANS LOVE SALADS 

The lovely colours and aro- 
mas of Italy’s gardens, and 
the gay spirit of its people, 
are much in evidence at meal- 
time. ating is a great joy 
and plenty of good food, with 
crisp fresh salads, a foregone 
conclusion. Fruits of all kinds 
and vegetables - greens, to- 
matoes, mushrooms and oth- 
ers - are grown in abundance 
and freely used by all. Salads, 
with either simple or zippy 
dressings, are served when- 
ever possible; and fruits, usu- 
ally with cheese, form the na- 
tional dessert. t 

Meat and fish are both well 
liked in Italy and thick soups 
made from either are found 
everywhere. However, pastas 
are the main base of Italian 
cooking. Macaroni, spaghetti 
and ravioli - the favourites — 
are served with sauces that 
vary greatly in flavour and 
consistency from one district 
to another. The simplest, but- 
ter and olive oil with grated 
cheese and garlic, is probably 
the most popular. Towards 
the south of the country, more 
robust sauces, highly seasan- 
ed with garlic and chili pep- 
pers and thick with tomatoes 
and mushrooms, are more 
common. In the north, many 
people prefer rice (usually in 
a simple risotto) to pasta; and 
polenta, similar to cornmeal 
porridge, is widely used as an 
accompaniment to meat or on 
its own with well-seasoned 
sauces similar to those for 
pasta. 
In Italy, vegetables are 
bought fresh every day so 
that the green salads they 
love are always crisp and full 
of flavour. Usually Romaine, 
lettuce, chicory, spinach, es- 
carole or cabbage forms the 
base of the salad; raw mush- 
rooms, tomatoes, green pep- 
pers, eggplant, ripe olives, 
anchovies and grated cheese 
are some of the foods that may 
be added. Cold cooked ve- 
getables, such as mushrooms, 
eggplant, broccoli, asparagus 
and escarole, are often served 
as salads, or antipasto, before 
the main course, usually with 
a simple dressing of oil and 
sugar. Sometimes wine is 
used in dressing and usually 
there’s a touch (or more!) of 
garlic to add zest to the salad.

I have examined the books and records of the Township of Bexley together 
with it’s boards for the year ended 3ist December 1964. I obtained all the informa- 
tions and explanations that I required. My examination included a reylew of all 
the accounting procedures and records and other supporting evidence as was con= 
sidered necessary in the circumstances, 
Operations for the year resulted in a surplus of $1,459.97. The surplus at the 
end of 1964 was transferred to “Reserve For Working Funds,” The balance in this 
account now being $8,793.40. It is recommended that the 1964 surplus be transfer- 
red to this reserve in 1965 and further that one or two mills be included in the 1965 
mill rates for this purpose. If this procedure is followed in the next few years. 
sufficient capital will be accumulated that temporary borrowing will be reduced 


was allowed on tax payments up to 15th October. This is 
contrary to the esersieng Act which, as previously explained only authorizes a 
discount of 4% of 1% per month. Therefore, under that Act only those taxes paid 
prior to September Ist were correctly entitled to a 2% discount. By allowing the 
rate to continue until October 15th it afforded no incentive for earlier Payment and 
possibly, in some cases, resulted in settlement being delayed until the dead line. 
In some cases it was noted that the discount was allowed after October 15th. 

At 31st December 1964, a balance of $1,622.81 remained unexpended from the 
sum raised by sale of debentures for fire fighting equipment.

The picture of Midland 
Railway engine 605 was taken 
just west of Hamilton Street, 
Lindsay, around 1890. 

This engine was originally 
numbered 5 and was built by 
the Portland Locomotive Co., 
at, Portland, Maine in 1871.) 
The cylinders were 15 x 24 
inches and the diameter of 
the driving wheels 60 inches. 
When built the guage of the} 
Midland Railway was 5 ft. 6 
inches. When standard guage 
of 4 ft. 834 inches.was adopt- 
ed in June 1874, the engine 
was rebuilt to suit the changed 
condition and was re-number- 
ed 605, While the Grand 
Trunk Railway leased the Mid- 
land Railway as of September 
22nd., 1883, it was not offi- 
cially absorbed into the Grand 
Trunk System until 1893 by 
an Act of Parliament. In the 
meantime many Midland Rail-| 
way engines continued to car-| 
ry that name and their Mid- 
land Railway number. When 
this engine was finally letter-' 
ed Grand Trunk the number 
605 was retained. 

The engineer standing at 
the driving wheels was Ralph 
Clarke who for many years 
operated the mixed train on 
the Haliburton Branch. He 
entered the service of the 
Midland Railway in 1880 and 
retired in 1928. 

At the. extreme left of the! 
picture is Sam Hughes, later| 
Sir Sam Hughes. For many 
years he was the Conservative 
member in the Dominion} 
House representing “Victoria 
and Haliburton. His energe- 
tic personality fitted him well 
as Minister of Militia in the 
First War and for his service 
he was later recognized by the 
King and became Sir Sam 
Hughes.

The “cow catcher” in those 
days was made so that an ani- 
mal that was struck would 
roll off, but occasionally one 
would get under the engine 
causing a derailment. 

Many of the engines and 
most of the freight cars did 
not have air brakes and when 
the engineer wished to bring 
the train to a faster stop than 
just slowing down, he would 
whistle for brakes and the 
brakemen equipped with 
long sticks would climb on 
top of the freight cars and use 
the stick to apply hand brakes. 

Automatic couplers had not 
yet come in and the “link 
and pin” was the equipment 
of the day.
